Class  of  1961,  Ellsworth  Memorial  High  School.  Why  that  was  my 
class!  Yes,  I  remember  Ellsworth  so  well.  Our  class  attended  such  an 
attractive  school.  I  remember  we  were  the  only  class  to  spend  five 
years  at  Ellsworth.  I  guess  we  all  began  knowing  each  other  in  the 
eighth  grade.  I'll  always  remember  those  three  homerooms,  21,  26, 
and  28.  As  eighth  graders  we  had  to  spend  our  recesses  out  on  the 
cold,  bitter  tennis  courts.  If  only  we  had  known  that  the  high  school 
pupils  didn't  go  outside  in  the  winter!  I  can  remember  the  laughs 
the  high  school  students  had  over  the  flag  that  was  placed  in  the 
middle  of  the  hall  on  "quiet"  days.  We  never  did  get  too  many 
good  days.  Oh,  I  can  still  recall  that  sock  hop  we  had!  I  remember 
Debby  Brown  won  the  sock  contest  with  her  orange  and  purple 
socks.  Eighth  grade  in  high  school  was  so  much  fun,  but  most  of  us 
didn't  even  know  where  the  library  was! 

We  all  learned  soon  enough  where  the  library  was,  however, 
when  we  entered  Ellsworth  as  freshmen.  As  we  descended  from  the 
buses  that  bright  September  day,  a  huge  sign  met  our  eager  looks 
informing  us  of  our  homerooms.  We  had  been  in  school  hardly  a 
month  when  we  were  extended  an  invitation  to  attend  the  Senior- 
Get-Together.  Although  we  were  all  quite  apprehensive  about  this 
dance,  we  looked  forward  to  it  excitedly.  Come  to  find  out  the  sen¬ 
iors  were  actually  human,  and  we  all  had  a  wonderful  time.  I  can 
remember  a  sudden  hush  fell  over  the  Ellsworth  gym  as  the  senior 
class  officers  began  "searching"  for  the  freshman  queen.  The  sus¬ 
pense  was  broken  when  cute,  blond  Shirley  Lashetski,  attired  in  a 
green  dress,  was  the  lucky  freshman  girl. 

After  several  months  of  utter  confusion,  we  had  finally  gotten  into 
the  groove  of  things.  By  observing  those  well-informed,  efficient 
upper-classmen  we  had  learned  not  to  carry  our  books  through  the 
lunch  lines,  how  to  avoid  taking  gym,  and  how  to  appear  as  if  we 
had  taken  a  shower  by  standing  on  a  wet  towel,  barefooted.  Soon 
after  we  elected  our  class  officers.  We  decided  upon  Andy  Larive 
as  president.  Bob  Earley  as  vice  president,  Joan  Mikolite  as  treas¬ 
urer,  and  Barbara  Roberts  as  secretary. 

We  soon  began  discovering  that  Ellsworth  had  a  great  many  ac¬ 
tivities  to  offer.  Some  of  us  became  interested  in  the  school  paper, 
while  others  joined  the  S.C.H.E.  Most  of  the  boys  began  taking  an 
interest  in  basketball.  I  remember  how  impressed  we  girls  were  with 
the  senior  boys  on  the  basketball  team.  They  were  so  masculine  and 
so  much  taller  than  the  boys  in  our  class. 

After  being  the  guests  at  a  dance  given  by  the  sophomores, 
called  "Rainbow,"  we  began  planning  our  return  affair  for  them. 
It  was  a  combination  barbecue  and  dance.  I  can  still  picture  the 
tuna  fish  salads  that  we  made  in  home  management.  I  can  also 
recall  when  Barbara  Nasuta  hit  a  home  run  into  the  cemetery  and 
overwhelmed  all  the  sophomore  boys.  That  night  several  of  our 
classmates  presented  a  play  called  "Night  at  the  Hotel  Ellsworth." 
Starring  in  this  fabulous  production  were  Joyce  Ward,  David  Burn¬ 
ham,  Frank  Derick,  and  Peter  Hawkins. 

Before  our  freshman  year  ended  quickly,  several  of  us  had  re¬ 
ceived  new  responsibilities.  Barbara  Roberts  was  appointed  to  the 
cheering  squad;  Maureen  Dimlow  was  elected  assistant  editor  of  the 
South  Winds,  and  Debby  Brown,  head  mimeoscoper.  I  can  remember 
how  we  all  gloated  when  Andy  Slusarz  won  a  $50.00  algebra 
award  at  the  awards  assembly. 

Although  most  of  us  didn't  have  jobs,  the  summer  passed  quite 
quickly.  Soon  we  were  back  at  Ellsworth  for  our  third  year. 

Within  the  first  week  of  school  we  had  elected  our  class  officers. 
We  chose  Kirby  Holcombe  as  president,  Andy  Larive  as  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  Bob  Earley  as  secretary,  and  Joan  Mikolite  as  treasurer. 


We  immediately  began  planning  our  Sophomore-Freshman  Party. 
After  a  few  days  of  pondering  we  decided  upon  the  theme  "Rockin 
Robin."  I  can  remember  that  quite  a  few  activity  periods  were  spent 
assembling  that'  bird.  The  decoration  committee  finally  constructed 
him  of  chicken  wire  and  crepe  paper.  The  night  of  the  party  several 
of  our  dancing-minded  classmates  performed  the  "Tennessee  Wig 
Walk."  Janet  Lane,  Dotty  Daley,  Lillie  Nichols,  and  Sally  Reichle 
surely  did  look  cute  on  the  stage. 

I  guess  what  really  impressed  us  about  Ellsworth  that  year  was 
sports.  Yes,  that  was  the  year  Ellsworth  entered  the  tournaments.  Of 
course,  we  sophomores  gave  them  their  best  moral  support  all  year 
because  we  had  won  the  pep  rally  contest.  We  were  all  pretty 
pleased  when  Bob  Earley  and  Stan  Belske  attained  positions  on  the 
varsity  squad.  I  can  still  remember  that  Terryville  game.  A  lot  of 
tears  were  just  about  to  be  shed  when  Jim  Roberts  sank  the  ball 
with  several  seconds  to  go  for  the  winning  point.  Yes,  we  had  won 
by  one  point.  I  guess  even  the  teachers  didn't  want  to  study  during 
that  tense  period  of  tournament  games.  Ellsworth  students  really  in¬ 
vested  a  great  deal  of  time  and  energy  to  that  tournament  —  and 
they  didn't  spare  the  confetti  or  cowbells  either! 

The  girls'  varsity  basketball  team  also  did  very  well  that  year. 
Maureen  Dimlow  and  Lillie  Nichols  represented  the  sophomores  on 
the  squad. 

Sophomore  year  was  also  the  year  of  safety.  We  girls  had  a  lot 
of  fun  learning  about  crank  shafts  and  carburetors.  That  was  also 
the  year  when  another  of  our  illustrious  sophomores  starred  in  Shake¬ 
speare.  Yes,  Beverly  Naudzus  certainly  did  make  a  good  Portia!  I 
think  our  English  class  was  the  most  constructive  class  to  come  along 
in  years.  Mrs.  Martyn  never  received  so  many  guillotines  and  trun¬ 
dles  as  she  had  that  year  when  we  embarked  on  reading  A  Tale 
of  Two  Cities. 

When  our  sophomore  year  ended,  some  of  us  obtained  our  li¬ 
censes,  while  others  of  us  impatiently  waited  to  take  driver-training 
that  summer. 

Many  of  the  sophomores  awaited  their  junior  year  with  much 
enthusiasm.  Lillie  Nichols  impatiently  waited  to  try  her  hand  at  cheer¬ 
ing  as  a  newly-elected  member.  Maureen  Dimlow  apprehensively 
awaited  the  weeks  when  she  would  be  publishing  the  South  Winds 
as  editor.  Debby  Brown  knew  what  awaited  her  —  another  year  of 
mimeoscoping  for  the  South  Winds. 

S.C.H.E.  and  a  fashion  show  were  the  thoughts  running  through 
Joan  Mikolite's  mind  as  she  became  the  new  S.C.H.E.  vice-president. 
Judy  Platt  looked  hopefully  towards  a  second  year  with  the  All- 
State  Chorus.  Yes,  we  all  left  Ellsworth  that  year  with  thoughts  of 
our  own  Junior  Prom,  cars,  and  English  III.  What  fun  awaited  us! 

The  school  bells  finally  rang  again,  and  we  all  headed  toward 
Ellsworth  for  our  fourth  year.  It  seemed  as  if  our  freshman  and 
sophomore  years  had  flown;  but  our  junior  year  was  even  busier. 
Class  officers  were  the  first  thing  on  our  agenda  for  the  year. 

We  elected  Bob  Earley  as  our  president  and  Kirby  Holcombe  as 
vice  president.  Joan  Mikolite  was  elected  secretary,  and  we  gave 
Dave  Burnham  the  job  of  handling  our  books  as  treasurer. 

Girls'  basketball  was  the  item  of  interest  that  year.  While  the 
boys  were  rebuilding  after  having  had  a  graduating  tournament 
team,  the  girls'  team  headed  down  the  home  stretch  for  an  unde¬ 
feated  season.  It  was  the  Granby  game  that  ruined  their  hopes, 
however.  Within  the  last  few  minutes  of  that  game  Granby  went 
ahead  and  edged  the  girls'  team  out  by  five  points.  Kathy  Surber, 
Shirley  Lashetski,  and  Maureen  Dimlow  shared  the  honors  of  having 
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played  on  varsity  that  year. 

South  Winds  was  also  mainly  a  junior  activity  that  year.  Maureen 
Dimlow,  Debby  Brown,  and  Bob  Earley  were  the  lucky  juniors  who 
learned  all  about  deadlines,  correction  fluid,  and  ripped  stencils. 

After  returning  from  our  spring  vacation,  we  began  talking  Prom. 
It  was  soon  decided  that  we  would  hold  our  Prom  at  the  Hilltop  in 
East  Hartford  on  May  8.  Of  course,  our  class  was  to  put  on  the 
most  unique  prom  in  years  —  anyway,  our  advertisements  were  su¬ 
perb.  Where  in 'this  day  and  age  can  you  hire  such  talented 
Shakespearean  performers  as  we  found  to  advertise  our  Prom?  Joan 
Mikolite  and  Andy  Larive  were  unique  at  Shakespeare  if  I  recall 
correctly. 

As  the  Prom  night  came  closer  and  closer,  "Chateau  de  Bon  Bon" 
was  the  most  over  worked  word  at  Ellsworth.  You  heard  that  word 
in  every  class  — chemistry,  Latin,  and  naturally  French. 

The  afternoon  of  the  Prom.  Ellsworth's  campus  was  pretty  full  of 
girls  with  their  hair  set  and  boys  playing  baseball.  Although  we 
were  defeated  by  our  arch  rivals.  East  Windsor,  our  formal  was  a 
huge  success  that  night. 

I'm  sure  Pat  Kelley  will  never  forget  that  Prom,  for  she  was  queen 
for  the  evening!  Pat,  attired  in  a  pink  chiffon  gown,  was  a  beauti¬ 
ful  queen,  while  charming  MaryAnn  Miller  was  her  attendant,  at¬ 
tired  in  a  blue  and  white  lace  gown.  Most  of  the  Prom  crowd  went 
to  the  Inn  of  the  Twins  in  East  Hartford  that  night.  I  don't  think 
anyone  will  ever  forget  that  comedian. 

Soon  music  from  the  gym  began  to  make  us  think.  Yes,  the  seniors 
were  leaving.  The  old  familiar  "Pomp  and  Circumstance"  could  be 
heard  drifting  through  the  halls  of  Ellsworth.  The  seniors  were  giving 
way  to  us  juniors.  Although  most  of  us  looked  pretty  pleased  to  see 
the  seniors  going,  I  don't  think  we  were  at  all.  Most  of  us  had  a 
great  many  friends  in  that  class.

Another  member  of  our  class,  Shirley  Lashetski,  tried  to  imagine 
herself  out  in  the  middle  of  the  gym  floor  cheering  away  for  our 
team  next  year.  Joan  Mikolite,  not  quite  worn  out  yet,  stepped  into 
the  president's  position  in  the  S.C.H.E.  Nancy  Ellison  was  beginning 
to  wonder  about  the  rigors  of  typing  for  the  South  Winds.  Maureen 
Dimlow,  being  mercenary-minded,  began  to  eagerly  look  forward 
to  the  checks  she  would  receive  from  the  Hartford  Courant  for  her 
Parade  of  Youth  column.  Judy  Platt's  thoughts  again  wandered  to 
the  All-State  Chorus. 

Food  was  on  the  minds  of  three  juniors.  Nola  Collins,  Leslie  Man¬ 
ning  ,  and  Basil  Kamarzyn  licked  their  chops  when  they  thought 
about  the  National  Honor  Society  Banquet  they  would  attend.  I  don't 
think  Leslie  and  Nola  will  ever  forget  the  trouble  they  had  buying 
white  shoes  for  graduation  night  when  they  were  to  be  marshals. 

It  seemed  every  shoe  that  fit  Leslie,  didn't  fit  Nola  and  vice  versa. 
They  looked  very  nice  that  night  as  I  recall. 

There  were  only  a  few  days  to  graduation  when  our  proud  class 
kneeled  before  the  seniors  and  promised  to  love  and  keep  sacred 
their  steps.  More  than  one  senior  girl  vowed  never  to  chew  gum  in 
school  after  they  had  to  bow  before  the  seniors  twice  when  they 
were  caught  chewing  gun.  I  never  thought  our  brave  officers  would 
ever  shout  that  unforgettable  speech  "We  the  unworthy  juniors"  — 
Can  you  imagine  "unworthy"  —  we'd  show  those  underclassmen  next 
year.  We  had  all  begun  practicing  in  the  mirrors  —  of  course  it 
came  quite  naturally  we  found  out.

Since  we  had  to  plan  the  Senior-Get-Together 
for  the  freshmen,  we  immediately  elected  our  class  officers.  Bob 
Earley  would  again  serve  us  as  president  and  Kirby  Holcombe  be¬ 
came  our  vice  president.  Joan  Mikolite  was  again  elected  secretary, 
and  Lillie  Nichols  began  looking  over  our  balance  as  treasurer. 

We  decided  that  freshmen  would  enjoy  our  dance  if  we  provided 
them  with  bicycle  games  and  nursery  rhymes.  Dave  Burnham  and 
Maureen  Dimlow  will  always  remember  dancing  to  "London  Bridge's 
Falling  Down."  Maureen  and  Dave  really  enjoyed  imitating  the 
freshmen,  as  the  "Fresh  Twins."  Our  dance  was  a  tremendous  suc¬ 
cess,  and  our  only  problem  was  one  broken  tricycle.  We  decided 
that  one  of  those  clumsy  underclassmen  must  have  broken  it! 

Since  we  were  attending  half-sessions,  it  was  a  very  dark  morning 
when  we  launched  our  magazine  campaign.  When  we  elected  our 
team  captains,  we  chose  Barbara  Roberts,  Nancy  Ellison,  and  Andy 
Larive.  Barbara,  in  fine  Roberts'  tradition,  was  top  salesman,  selling 
almost  four  hundred  dollars  worth  of  subscriptions.  The  only  dis¬ 
appointing  thing  about  our  campaign  was  that  no  student  sold  any 
"Tennessee  Farmer"  subscriptions.  As  I  recall,  quite  a  few  of  us  did 
receive  Stinky's,  perfumed  skunks  dressed  in  EMHS's  colors.  They 
were  quite  oderiferous  tool  Joan  Mikolite,  Louise  Dellert,  and  Judy 
Platt  also  received  prizes  for  selling  magazines.  Well,  we  proved 
one  thing  —  girls  are  the  better  salesmen. 

After  electing  officers  and  sponsoring  our  Senior-Get-Together, 
we  searched  around  for  our  class  writers.  Joan  Mikolite  and  David 
Burnham  were  chosen  to  predict  our  futures  as  the  class  prophets. 
Lillie  Nichols  and  Kirby  Holcombe  were  named  to  leave  all  our 
precious  belongings  in  the  class  will.  Maureen  Dimlow  was  chosen 
to  look  back  into  our  years  at  Ellsworth  and  compile  the  class 
history. 

Joyce  Ward  was  a  very  busy  girl  our  senior  year.  As  editor  of 
the  yearbook  she  spent  quite  a  few  afternoons  planning  the  best 
book  to  ever  be  produced.  Andy  Slusarz,  Gary  Pierce,  Tom  Coffey, 
and  James  Thomas  were  also  very  busy  selling  ads  for  the 
yearbook. 

We  certainly  heard  a  lot  of  propaganda  when  James  Thomas 
told  us  about  the  "one  staggering  lump  sum"  with  which  we  could 
buy  our  yearbooks! 

Senior  year  brings  back  many  memories  —  English  debates,  win¬ 
ning  the  cheering  contest  at  the  pep  assembly,  the  Washington  Trip, 
Class  Night,  and  Graduation.  We  were  all  pretty  sad  the  night  of 
Graduation,  but  our  tears  dried  quickly  when  we  started  our 
parties. 

But,  that  was  long  ago.  Gee,  I  hope  that  person  finds  his  ring. 

I  wonder  who  it  is.  Maybe  I  ought  to  call  the  number  and  find  out.
